That the tax levy to pay interest on the s-tate debt for the 
current year (1902) be fixed at the specific sum of forty thousand 
ore hundred sixty-four dollars ($40,164), being at the rate of 
three-.tenths (3-10) of one mill on the dollar of the ais'sessed valua- 
tion of all (;axa)ble property in the Sitate of North Dakota as 
equalized by the State Board of Equalization for the year 1902, 

That a tax levy for retiring 'bonded indebtedness of the State 
of North Dakota to be known as the "State Bond Sinking Fund" 
be fixed at the specific sum of twenty-six thousand seven hun- 
dred seventy-six dollars ($26,776), being at the rate of two-tenths 
' (2-10) of one mill on the dollar of the asisesised valuation of all 
taxable property in the State of North Dakota as equalized by 
the State Board of Equalization for the year 1902.

car companies, telegraph or telephone companies and such other 
persomal property as they may deem necessary to aid the board 
in making a proper assesisment of the aforesaid property.
